ACT 

For  confirming  a Charter  or  Letters  Patent 
granted  hy  his  Majefy  to  the  Royal  College 
and  Corporation  of  Surgeons  of  the  City  of 
Edinburgh,^  far  as  relates  to  a Scheme  of 
raifng  a Fund  for  a Provifon  for  the  Wi- 
dows and  Children  of  the  Members  of  the 
faid  Corporation , and  of  their  Clerk , with 
certain  Alterations  j and  for  efablifhing  the 
faid  Scheme , and  impowcring  the  Corpora- 
tion, and  the  Frufees  and  Officers  elected for 
managing  the  Fund , effectually  to  carry  the 
faid  Scheme  into  Execution . 

WHEREAS  the  Members  of  the  Preamble, 
College  and  Corporation  of  Sur- 
geons of  the  City  of  Edinburgh , having 
formed  a Scheme  for  railing  a Fund  for 
a Provilion  to  the  Widows  and  Children 
of  the  Members  thereof,  and  of  their 
Clerk,  which  was  unanimoully  approved 
of  in  a General  Meeting  of  the  faid  Cor- 
poration, 
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poration,  held  upon  the  Eleventh  Day  of 
July , in  the  year  One  Thoufand  Seven 
Hundred  and  Seventy-feven,  did  obtain 
from  his  Majefty  his  Royal  Charter  or  Let- 
ters Patent,  under  the  Seal  appointed  by 
the  Treaty  of  Union  to  be  kept  and  ufed 
in  Scotland,  in  place  of  the  Great  Seal  for- 
merly ufed  there,  bearing  Date  the  Four- 
teenth of  March , in  the  Year  One  Thou- 
land  Seven  Hundred  and  Seventy-eight, 
whereby  his  Majefty  did  of  new  incorpo- 
rate the  then  Members  of  the  faid  College 
and  Incorporation,  and  the  Perfons  who 
Ihould  thereafter  be  legally  admitted  Mem- 
bers thereof,  into  one  Body  Politic  and 
Corporate,  or  legal  Incorporation  and  So- 
ciety, under  the  Title  and  Name  of  Lhe 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  the  City  of  Edin- 
burgh, with  the  ufual  Privileges  ; and  for 
effecting  the  faid  charitable  Scheme  of  rai- 
ling a Fund  for  a provifion  for  the  Widows 
and  Children  of  the  Members  of  the  faid 
Corporation,  and  their  Clerk,  did  ordain, 
That  the  Perfons  who  were  Members  of 
the  faid  Corporation  and  College,  at  the 
Feaft  or  Term  of  Lammas  One  Thoufand 
Seven  Hundred  and  Seventy-feven,  and 
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whofe  Acceffion  and  Defire  to  become 
Contributors  to  the  Scheme  for  raifing  the 
faid  Fund,  was  declared  by  Writing  under 
their  Hands  before  the  Term  of  Candlemas 
in  the  Year  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hun- 
dred and  Seventy-eight,  fliould  make  pay- 
ment to  a Collector,  to  be  named  in  man- 
ner after  mentioned,  of  the  film  of  Five 
Pounds  Sterling  each,  with  legal  Interefi 
from  the  faid  Term  of  Lammas  One  Thou- 
fand Seven  Hundred  and  Seventy  Yeven  ; 
and  fhould  alfo  make  Payment,  as  at  the 
faid  Term  of  Candlemas  One  Thoufand  Se- 
ven Hundred  and  Seventy-eight,  and  at 
each  fucceeding  Term  of  Candlemas  du- 
ring their  refpective  Lives,  of  the  like 
fum  of  Five  Pounds  Sterling,  with  a Fifth 
Part  more  of  Penalty  in  cafe  of  Failure, 
and  the  legal  Interefi  of  the  faid  refpec- 
tive fums  from  the  aforefaid  Terms  of 
Payment  during  the  Not-payment : And 
that  the  Perfons  who  were  Members  of  the 
faid  Corporation  at  the  faid  Term  of 
Lammas  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred 
and  Seventy-feven,  and  whofe  Acceffion  to 
the  Scheme  was  not  declared  by  Wri- 
ting under  their  Hands  before  the  faid

Term  of  Candlemas  One  Thoufand  Seven 
Hundred  and  Seventy-eight,  fhould  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  benefit  thereof  for  ever  : 
As  alfo,  That  all  Perfons  who  had  been 
admitted  Members  of  the  faid  Corpora- 
tion fince  the  faid  Term  of  Lammas  One 
Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Seventy- 
feven,  or  who  fhould  be  admitted  after 
the  Date  of  the  faid  Charter,  fhould,  in 
confequence  of  their  Admiflion,  be  held 
to  accede  to  the  Scheme,  and  fhould  make 
Payment  of  the  Sum  of  Five  Pounds  Ster- 
ling at  the  Firft  Term  of  Candlemas  after 
their  refpeCtive  Admiflions,  and  the  like 
Sum  at  each  fucceeding  Term  of  Candle- 
mas during  their  refpeCtive  Lives,  with 
Penalty  and  Interefl  as  aforefaid  : And,  in 
order  more  effectually  to  fecure  Payment 
of  the  refpeCtive  Sums  or  Rates  due  by  the 
Contributors,  they  fhould  fign  and  deliver 
fuch  Deed  or  Deeds  for  that  End  as  fhould 
be  judged  valid  and  neceffary  by  the  Cor- 
poration: And  as  by  the  Scheme  devifed 
and  agreed  to  by  the  faid  Corporation,  it 
was  appointed,  That  over  and  above  the 
Sums  to  be  annually  paid  by  Contributors 

as 
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as  aforefaid,  there  Ihould  be  paid  at  the 
faid  Term  of  Lammas  One  Thoufand  Se-*- 
ven  Hundred  and  Seventy-feven,  by  the 
Treafurer  of  the  Corporation,  to  the  Col- 
lector of  the  Scheme  for  the  Benefit  there- 
of, the  Sum  of  Twenty-five  Pounds  Ster- 
ling out  of  the  Funds  of  the  Corpora- 
tion ; and  the  like  Sum  of  Twenty-five 
Pounds  Sterling  at  Candlemas  One  Thou- 
fand Seven  Hundred  and  Seventy-eight, 
and  at  each  fucceeding  Term  of  Candle- 
mas: His  Majefty,  by  his  faid  Royal  Char- 
ter, approved  of  the  Payments  which  had 
been  made,  and  authorifed  the  faid  an- 
nual Payments  out  of  the  Corporation 
Funds,  to  be  made  in  future,  agreeable  to 
the  preceding  Article  : And  in  cafe  at 
any  time  thereafter  it  appeared  to  the 
Members  of  the  Corporation,  at  a General 
Meeting,  regularly  fummoned  by  a Billet 
left  at  their  refpedtive  Houfes,  at  leafi: 
Two  Days  previous  to  the  Meeting,  that 
the  Funds  of  the  Corporation  were  more 
than  fufficient  in  any  One  Year  to  main- 
tain their  Poor,  to  defray  their  other  ne- 
ceflary  Expences,  and  to  pay  the  afore- 
faid Sum  of  Twenty-five  Pounds  Ster- 
ling,

ling,  they  fhould  appoint  the  Treafurer 
to  pay  to  the  Colle&or  of  the  Scheme  fuch 
additional  Sum  for  that  Year  as  they 
fhould  judge  proper,  it  being  always  un- 
derstood, and  exprefsly  provided,  That 
no  Order  fhould  be  ilfued  for  fuch  addi- 
tional Payment,  unlefs  Three  Fourths  of 
the  Members  were  prefent : And  his  Ma- 
jefty  further  ordained,  That  the  then  pre- 
fent Clerk  of  the  Corporation,  fhould  have 
it  in  his  Option  to  become  a Contributor 
to  the  Scheme,  and  to  be  entitled  to  the 
Benefit  thereof,  upon  the  fame  Terms 
with  the  Members  of  the  Corporation  who 
were  admitted  before  the  Term  of  Lammas 
One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Seven- 
ty-feven  ; but  declaring,  That  no  future 
Clerk  fhould  be  entitled  to  that  Privilege, 
except  with  the  Approbation  and  fpecial 
Allowance  of  Three  Fourths  of  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  Corporation,  Contributors  to 
the  Scheme,  fignified  at  a General  Meet- 
ing, and  within  One  Year  after  his  Ad- 
miffion.  And  his  Majefty  alfo  ordained, 
That  the  Contributors  who  were  Mem- 
bers of  the  Corporation  at  the  Term  of 
Lammas  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred 

. and 
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and  Seventy-feven,  and  who  lhould  furvive 
the  Term  of  Candlemas  One  Thoufand  Se- 
ven Hundred  and  Eighty,  and  leave  Wi- 
dows., and  the  Contributors  who  had  been^ 
or  lhould  be  admitted  Members  of  the 
Corporation  after  the  faid  Term  of  Lam- 
mas One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and 
Seventy-feven,  and  who  lhould  furvive  the 
Term  of  Candlemas , at  which  their  Fourth 
Year’s  Rate  became  due,  and  leave  Wi- 
dows, fuch  Widows  lhould  be  entitled  to 
Annuities,  as  follows  : videlicet , to  Twelve 
Pounds  Ten  Shillings  Sterling,  as  an  Half 
Year’s  Annuity  at  the  Term  of  Whitfun- 
day  immediately  following  the  Year  in 
which  their  refpedtive  Hufbands  died,  and 
computed  from  the  Firlt  of  January  to  the 
Thirty-firll  of  December  j and  Twenty-five 
Pounds  Sterling  as  a full  Year’s  Annuity 
at  each  Term  of  Whitfunday  thereafter  du- 
ring Life,  and  their  continuing  unmar- 
ried ; but  in  cafe  of  their  Death  or  Mar- 
riage, the  faid  Annuity  lhould  immediate- 
ly ceafe,  and  not  be  due  for  any  Term 
happening  after  either  of  thefc  Events  : 
That  the  original  and  future  Contributors, 
who  lhould  furvive  the  refpedtive  Terms 

B above 
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above  mentioned,  and  die  Widowers, 
leaving  a Child  or  Children  under  Six- 
teen Years  of  Age,  fuch  Child  or  Chil- 
dren fhould  at  the  Term  of  Whitfunday 
immediately  following  the  Year  in  which 
their  refpedtive  Fathers  died,  computing 
faid  Year  from  the  Firft  of  January  to 
the  Thirty-firft  of  December , be  entitled 
to  receive  One  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling, 
which  Sum  fhould  be  equally  divided  a- 
mongft  them,  if  there  were  more  than 
one  Child  ; provided,  That  if  any  of  the 
original  Contributors  fhould  happen  to 
die  before  the  Term  of  Candlemas  One 
Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty, 
or  any  of  the  future  Contributors  before 
the  Term  of  Candlemas , at  which  their 
Fourth  Year’s  Rate  would  have  been  due, 
neither  their  Widows  nor  Children  fhould 
be  entitled  to  any  Benefit  from  the  Scheme, 
but  fhould  be  entirely  excluded  therefrom: 
And  by  the  faid  Royal  Charter  it  was 
further  ordained,  That  if  any  Perfon  who 
had  been,  or  fhould  be  admitted  a Mem- 
ber of  the  Corporation  after  Lammas  One 
Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Seventy-fe- 
ven,  was  at  the  Time  of  his  Admillion 

Forty 
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Forty  Years  of  Age,  or  upwards,  and 
happened  to  die  leaving  a Widow,  or 
leaving  a Child  or  Children  under 
Sixteen  Years  of  Age,  but  no  Widow, 
before  he  had  paid  or  been  liable  to  pay 
Twelve  Years  Rates  ; in  that  Cafe  there 
fhould  be  retained  out  of  the  Annui- 
ty due  to  his  Widow,  or  out  of  the 
Provifion  due  to  his  Child  or  Children, 
fuch  Sum  as,  together  with  the  Sums  paid 
by  him,  without  computing  Intereft  thereon, 
fhould  amount  to  Twelve  Years  Rates, 
videlicet , Sixty  Pounds  Sterling  ; and  that 
if  any  Contributor  to  the  Scheme  allowed 
his  annual  Rate  to  run  on  unpaid  for  Six 
Years,  his  Widow  or  Child,  or  Children, 
fhould  forfeit  the  refpedlive  Annuities  and 
Provisions  to  which  they  would  have  been 
entitled  after  his  Deceafe  : Declaring,  That 
fuch  Contributor  fhould  neverthelefs  be 
obliged  to  pay  the  forefaid  annual  Rates 
in  Arrear,  and  alfo  continue  liable  in  Pay- 
ment of  his  annual  Rates  during  Life  ; be- 
caufe  if  fuch  Forfeiture  fhould  exempt, 
either  from  Payment  of  the  annual  Rates 
in  Arrear,  or  the  Rates  that  might  there- 
after fall  due,  fome  Contributors  might 
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voluntarily  incur  the  Forfeiture,  whereby 
the  Scheme  would  be  deprived  in  fo  far  of 
its  proper  Support,  the  Data  (on  which  the 
Calculation  was  inftituted)  fuppofing  the 
annual  Rate  of  every  Contributor  to  be  paid 
by  him  during  Life,  though  he  might  have 
no  Profpect  of  bringing  any  Burden  upon 
the  Fund  : But  to  prevent  any  difagreeable 
Confequences  that  might  follow  the  For- 
feiture aforefaid,  in  cafe  it  fliould  appear 
to  the  Contributors  at  a General  Meeting, 
where  at  leaft  Three  Fourths  of  them  were 
prefent,  that  the  Failure  in  Payment  of 
any  Contributor  was  occafioned,  not  with 
a View  to  injure  the  Fund,  but  from  the 
Decay  of  Bufinefs,  or  other  Misfortunes,  it 
Ihould  be  competent  for  fuch  Meeting  to 
allow,  in  cafe  he  died  a Widower,  his  Child 
or  Children  to  draw  their  refpedlive  Pro- 
viftons,  after  deducting  therefrom  a Sum 
equal  to  his  Arrears  and  Intereft ; and  in 
cafe  he  left  a Widow,  to  enter  her  on  the 
Roll  of  Annuitants,  as  foon  as  the  Annuity 
that  would  have  fallen  due  to  her,  had 
there  been  no  Forfeiture  or  Arrears,  Ihould 
amount  to  a Sum  equal  to  thefe  Arrears, 
and  Intereft,  calculated  in  a progreftive  Ac- 
count : 
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count : And  it  was  further  ordained,  That 
the  whole  annual  Rates  payable  by  the  Con- 
tributors, and  the  Sums  payable  out  of  the 
Corporation’s  Stock,  before  the  Term  of  , 
Whitfunday  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred 
and  Eighty-one,  fhould  be  applied  by  Tra- 
inees (after  Payment  of  the  Expence  of  Ma- 
nagement) towards  railing  a Capital  Stock 
of  Four  Thoufand  Five  Hundred  Pounds 
Sterling,  and  that  the  annual  Produce  of 
the  Fund  at  the  faid  Term  of  Whitfunday 
One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eigh- 
ty-one,  and  at  each  Term  of  Whitfunday 
thereafter,  fhould  be  applied  as  follows  : 
videlicet , Firft,  For  defraying  the  Expence 
of  Management : Secondly,  For  railing  the 
Capital,  the  following  Sums  fhould  be  lent 
out  in  each  Year  : videlicet , 

At  the  Term  of  Whitfunday  One  Thoufand 
Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty-two,  One 
Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty- 
three,  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred 
and  Eighty-four,  and  One  Thoufand 
Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty-five,  One 
Hundred  and  Fifty  Pounds. 

At  Whitfunday  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hun- 
dred and  Eighty-fix,  One  Thoufand 

Seven 
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Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty-feven,  One 
Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty- 
eight,  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred 
and  Eighty-nine,  and  One  Thoufand 
Seven  Hundred  and  Ninety,  One  Hun- 
dred Pounds. 

At  Whitfunday  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hun- 
dred and  Ninety-one,  One  Thoufand 
Seven  Hundred  and  Ninety-two,  One 
Thoufand  Seven  Elundred  and  Ninety- 
three,  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and 
Ninety-four,  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hun- 
dred and  Ninety-five,  One  Thoufand  Se- 
ven Hundred  and  Ninety-fix,  One  Thou- 
fand Seven  Hundred  and  Ninety-feven, 
One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and 
Ninety-eight,  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hun- 
dred and  Ninety-nine,  and  One  Thou- 
fand Eight  Hundred,  Fifty  Pounds. 

And  at  each  Whitfunday  thereafter,  till  the 
faid  Capital  of  Four  Thoufand  Five  Hun- 
dred Pounds  was  completed,  Thirty 
Pounds. 

And,  Thirdly,  For  Payment  of  the  An- 
nuities due  to  the  Widows  of  the  Contri- 
butors, and  the  Provisions  due  to  their 

Children;  j 
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Children ; and  if  the  annual  Produce  afore- 
faid  in  any  One  Year  exceeded  the  Charges 
of  Management,  the  Sum  fo  ordered  to 
be  applied  for  railing  the  Capital,  and  the 
Annuities  and  Provilions  due  to  the  Chil- 
dren for  that  Year,  and  the  Arrears  of  any 
Annuities  and  Provilions  of  former  Years 
after  mentioned,  if  any  fuch  were,  fuch  Ex- 
cefs  or  Surplus  fhould  be  lent  out,  together 
with  the  forefaid  Sums,  for  the  Purpofe  of 
railing  the  Capital.  And,  on  the  other 
Hand,  if  in  any  One  Year,  the  annual 
Produce  was  not  fuflicient  for  defraying  the 
annual  Burdens,  as  aforefaid,  yet  no  In- 
croachment  fhould,  on  that  Account,  be 
made  upon  the  Capital,  fo  far  as  then  raifed, 
nor  fhould  the  further  railing  thereof,  in 
Manner  above  directed,  be  thereby  flopped 
or  retarded  ; but  fuch  Deficiency  or  Short- 
coming fhould  firfb  afFeH  the  Children’s 
Provilions  proportionally,  and  then  the  An- 
nuities of  all  the  Widows  proportionally, 
without  Regard  to  the  Order  of  Time  in 
which  thofe  Provilions  became  due,  and 
the  fame  fhould  again  be  made  good  to 
them  out  of  the  Surplus  of  the  annual 
Produce  for  the  fucceeding  Year  or 

Years, 
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Years,  in  this  Order  : videlicet , Firft,  Af- 
ter Payment  of  the  Expence  of  Manage- 
ment, and  of  the  Sum  to  be  applied  for 
railing  the  Stock  or  Capital  as  aforefaid, 
the  Widows  Annuities  unpaid  in  the  pre- 
ceding Year  fhould  be  made  good  : Se- 

condly, The  Widows  Annuities  of  the 
current  Year  : Thirdly,  The  Childrens 

Provisions  of  the  former  Year  or  Years, 
according  to  the  Order  of  Time  in  which 
they  became  due  : And  Laflly,  The  Chil- 
drens Provisions  for  the  current  Year;  pro- 
vided always,  that  when  the  faid  Capi- 
tal was  raifed,  if  in  any  One  Year  the 
Annual  Produce  Should  be  more  than  Suf- 
ficient for  Payment  of  all  the  Burdens  of 
that  Year,  and  Arrears  of  former  Years, 
the  Surplus  fhould  be  applied  by  the  Con- 
tributors at  a General  Meeting,  regularly 
fummoned  by  a Billet  left  at  their  respec- 
tive Dwelling  Houfes,  Two  Days  previous 
to  the  Meeting,  and  where  at  lead  Three 
Fourths  of  them  were  prefent,  either  to- 
wards the  further  raifing  of  the  Capital, 
or  fhould  be  divided  amongft  the  Widows 
then  on  the  Fund,  as  Should  appear  moft 
advifable  to  a Majority  of  the  Meeting. 

And 
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And  if  the  aforefaid  Capital  of  Four  Thou- 
fand  Five  Hundred  Pounds,  when  made 
up  in  Whole  or  in  Part,  happened  to  be 
diminifhed,  either  by  the  Infolvency  of 
the  Debtors,  or  by  any  other  Accident 
whatfoever,  fuch  Diminution  fhould,  from 
Time  to  Time,  be  made  up  by  After  Sur- 
plufes,  to  be  lent  out  as  aforefaid ; and  or- 
dained, That  the  Annuities  payable  to 
the  Widows,  and  the  Provisions  payable 
to  the  Child  or  Children  of  the  Contribu- 
tors as  aforefaid,  fhould  not  be  liable  to 
be  arrelled,  or  otherwife  affeFted  or  at- 
tached by  their  creditors  ; but  fhould,  not- 
withstanding fuch  Arreflment  or  Attach- 
ment, be  paid  to  the  Widows  themfelves 
or  their  Order,  or  to  the  Tutors  and  Cura- 
tors of  the  Said  Child  or  Children,  or  to 
their  Heirs,  Executors  or  Ailignees ; and 
if  the  Child  or  Children  had  no  Tutors  or 
Curators,  then,  and  in  that  cafe,  the  Pro- 
vision to  which  they  were  entitled  fhould 
be  paid  to  fuch  Perfon  orPerfons  as  fhould 
be  named  for  receiving  the  fame  by  the 
Truftees  for  the  Management  of  the  Fund, 
to  be  applied  for  the  Ufe  and  Behoof  of 
the  Said  Child  or  Children  refpedHvely  : 

C And 
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And  by  the  faid  Charter  it  was  likewife 
ordained  and  appointed,  That  the  Tru- 
ftees  for  managing  the  Scheme  fhould  con- 
fift  of  Six  Contributors,  whereof  Three  to 
be  a Quorum ; and  they  fhould  have 
Power  to  eledt  a Prefes  at  every  Meeting, 
who,  in  cafe  of  an  Equality  of  Votes  in 
any  Queftion,  fhould  have  the  Calling 
Vote  as  Prefes,  befides  his  Vote  as  a Tru- 
flee : That  they  fhould  have  Two  flated 
Meetings  in  each  year  ; the  Firft  to  be  held 
on  the  Second  T’uefday  of  March , for  ma- 
king up  a Lift  of  the  Widows  and  Chil- 
dren entitled  to  Annuities  and  Provifions 
at  Whitfunday  thereafter;  which  Lift  fhould 
lie  open  to  the  Infpedlion  of  all  Parties 
interefted,  in  the  Clerk’s  hands  ; and  the 
faid  Parties  might  give  in  their  Objections 
in  Writing,  if  they  any  had,  to  be  by  him: 
laid  before  the  Truftees,  for  their  Deter- 
mination at  the  Second  ftated  Meeting,, 
which  fhould  be  held  on  the  Second  Mon 4 
day  of  May  yearly  : That  befides  the  fore-1 
faid  Two  ftated  Meetings,  they  might! 
hold  fuch  occafional  Meetings  as  Circum-I 
fiances  required  ; which  the  laft  Prefes; 
either  of  himfelf,  or  upon  the  Application 

Oj 
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of  any  Two  of  their  Number,  fhould 
have  Power  to  call : And  his  Majefty  by 
his  faid  Royal  Charter  and  Letters  Patent, 
nominated,  appointed,  and  confirmed  the 
following  Six  Contributors  to  be  the  ori- 
ginal Truffees  : videlicet , Robert  Walker,  John 
Balfour , Alexander  Wood , William  Chalmers, 
Jofeph  Robertfon , and  Thomas  Hay , who 
were  to  continue  to  execute  that  Truft 
till  Lammas  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred 
and  Eighty-one  : And  ordained,  That  the 
faid  Robert  Walker  fhould  go  out  of  Office 
at  the  faid  Term  of  Lammas  One  Thoufand 
Seven  Hundred  and  Elghty-one,  the  faid 
John  Balfour  at  Lammas  One  Thoufand  Se-

underflood,  and  exprefsly  provided,  that 
it  fhould  not  be  competent  to  eledl  any  Per- 
fon  as  Truftee  but  one  of  the  Contributors ; 
and  no  Eledlion  of  a Truftee  fhould  be  made 
but  at  a general  Meeting  of  the  Contribu-

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tors,  regularly  warned  by  Billets  left  at 
their  refpedive  Houles,  at  lead  two  Days 
previous  to  the  Meeting  : And  if  any  Truf- 
tee  fhould  be  abfent  from  a Meeting  to

And  whereas  John  Shiells , One  of  the 
Members  of  the  faid  College  and  Corpora- 
tion at  the  Time  the  faid  Scheme  was  in- 
flituted,  did  not  accede  thereto  ; and  there- 
fore in  Terms  of  the  faid  Letters  Patent 
Rands  excluded  from  the  Benefit  thereof; 
but  the  faid  John  Shiells  has  fince  declared 
his  Willingnefs  to  become  a Contributor, 
paying  all  the  annual  Rates  fince  the  In- 
ftitution,  which  the  Contributors  are  will- 
ing to  agree  to,  if  they  were  not  prohibited 
by  the  Terms  of  the  Scheme,  and  of  the 
faid  Letters  Patent :

the  Second  Monday  of  Augujl  as  diietfted 
by  the  faid  Letters  Patent.

And  be  it  Enacted  by  the  Authority 
aforefaid,  That  the  {aid  John  Shiells  fhall 
be  admitted  to  all  the  Benefits  of  the 
Scheme,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  he  had 
originally  acceded  thereto  ; provided  that 
he  fhall  pay  into  the  Hands  of  the  Collec- 
tor of  the  Scheme  the  Sum  of  Fifty-five 
Pounds  Sterling  within  Six  Weeks  from 
and  after  the  palling  of  this  AH,  and  con- 
tinues to  pay  the  common  annual  Rate  of 
a Contributor  for  the  Year  One  Thoufand 
Seven  Hundred  and  Eighty-eight,  and  in 
each  fubfequent  Year  during  his  Life,  till 
he  has  paid  Twenty-four  Years  Rates  in 
all,  if  he  fhall  fo  long  live. 

And  be  it  Enacted,  That  the  Ex- 
pence of  obtaining  this  AH  fhall  be  paid 
out  of  the  Common  Funds  of  the  faid 
College  and  Corporation,  and  not  out  of 
the  Money  contributed  or  colleHed  for 
the  Purpofes  of  providing  for  the  Widows 
and  Children  of  the  Members. 

And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That 
this  AH  fhall  be  deemed,  adjudged,  and  ta- 
ken to  be  a Public  AH,  and  fhall  be  ju- 
dicially taken  notice  of  as  fuch  by  all 
Judges  and  other  perfons  whatfoever, 
without  fpecially  pleading  the  fame. 
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
